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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of reasons of record in the final office action of 
2/27/06. Applicants arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive. With respect to the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, it 
is clear that applicants specification teaches different embodiments. Claim 25 teaches the embodiment starting on page 20, line 1 1 of the 
specification, where no chelating agent is present. This embodiment concludes at page 22, lines 4-5, teaching a pH of about 2 to 7, or 
about 3 to 6. Such does not specify a pH of 9 to 14 as is now being claimed. No data point for 9 or 14 is cited in this embodiment, and 
no criticality for such has been established. The statement of any pH without any further definition does not provide support for the data 
points of 9 and 14. At page 18 wherein the applicant has cited, no acid is taught. Adding an acid to the fluid decreases the pH of the fluid, 
thus requiring that the pH would be at a level of 2 to 7 as cited in the paragraph on page 22. With respect to the double patenting 
rejection the present claims use the word "comprising", such opens the fluid to any other ingredient so long as it does not destroy the 
purpose of the fluid. Since the fluids of the present application and 10/216048 are used for the same purposes, the rejection is seen as 
proper . 
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
